FACTS AND FIGURES 
OF CANADA AT WAR 
—50°:- 

More than 80,000 Canadian soldiers, 
sailors and airmen are now overseas. 
About 70,000 are soldiers. 

Canadians in the R.C.A.F. and the 
R.A.F, have so far accounted for ab- 
out 200 enemy planes, 

More than 800 Canadian soldiers, 
sailors and airmen have been listed 
as killed or missing since the _ out- 
break of war. 

When the war began, strength of 
the Canadian Navy was 13 ships and 
3,600 men. Its strength is now 200 
vessels and 17,500 men. 

Canad has now about 188,000 men 
in the Active Army—volunteers re- 
cruited to serve anywhere— and 
170,000 in the Reserves. 

The Royal Canadian Air Force is 
over ten times as strong as it was at 
the outbreak of war. About 35,000 
more men will be added to the Air 
Force during the present year. 

The British Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan is operating 62 schools 
from coast to coast, Canada provides 
80 per cent of the stddents. 

Since the war began, British and 
Canadian governments have underta- 
ken capital advances of $425,000,000 
to stimulate war industry in Canada. 


Canada's shipbuilding programme 
involves an expenditure of about 
$120,000,000, When war began, only 


1,500 men were employed in Canad- 
ian shipyards. Now over 20,000 work- 
ers are employed in 17 major and 45 
smaller yards, 

Since the biginning of the war over 
1.500 aircraft have been produced in 
Canada, About 40 planes a week are 
now being turned out. 

One Canadian factory will soon have 
the largest output of any automatic 
gun factory in the world, 

Fourteen types of land and naval 
gtins, including latest types of anti- 
aircraft and anti-tank guns, and ten 
types of mountings, are now being 
made or will soon be made in Canada, 

The first naval gun mounting ever 
made in Canada has just successful- 
ly completed its: firing trials. Regular 
deliveries to the British Admiralty 
begin this month, 

Ten of Canada’s nineteen chemi- 
cals and explosive projects have be- 
gun production, 

Small arms 
are producing tens of 
rounds monthly. 

Nine types of gun ammunition are 
now being turned out at the rate of 
millions of rounds a year. 

More than 100,000 army mechanical 
transport vehicles, made in Canada, 
have been delivered and are in ser- 
vice, 

Canada’s first infantry tank has 
been turned out, Production program 
calls for 800 infantry tanks and about 
1,000 cruiser tanks.

Lights Of Learning 
Go Out— 

(Editorial From Ottawa Journal) 

The Rockefeller Foundation does— 
or tries to do—a world-wide work in 
public health, education, the sciences 
and the humanities. It has a_ trust 
fund of some $145,000,000, and last 
year spent $9,854,000—spent it, des- 
pite the war, in 44 countries of Eur- 
ope, Asia, Africa and the Americas, 

Reviewing the work of the Founda- 
tion for 1940 Mr Raymond B, Fosdick, 
its president, writes sadly of “these 
unhappy days.” 

“In the shadows that are deepening 
over Europe,” notes Mr Fosdick, “the 
lights of learning are fading one by 
one. 

“On the continent, as distinguished 
from Great Britain, the situation dur- 
ing the last year has rapidly deter- 
jorated, January, 1941, finds a large 
nomber of universities and  institut- 
ions closed, and many others working 
under conditions scarcely tolerable. 

“As German forces have moved in- 
to one country after another a defin- 
ite pattern has been followed in rela- 
tion to the universities and other 
schools, 

“Allowed at first to continue with 
their work, their teaching and student 
aitivities were closely supervised by 
the German authorities, The supervi- 
sion involved an attempt to enforce a 
‘cultural program’ similar to that im- 
posed by the Nazis on German insti- 
tutions, 

“Where this attempt was resisted, 
as it frequently was, the measures of 
repression adopted by the occupying 
authorities included the closing of the 
institutions, sending faculties to con- 
centration camps, and even breaking 
up student demonstrations with ma- 
chine-guns and tanks.” 

In Czechoslovakia hundreds of stu- 
dents were imprisoned, many were 
shot, many deported to Germany for 
forced labor, The German attitude to- 
ward Polish universities was one of 
murder and suppression, In Holland, 
in Belgium,, in Norway, there were 
arrests, deportations, disappearances, 
In Paris students who staged a demon- 
stration were machine-gunned by the 
Germans, “The condition of univer- 
sity life and standards on the contin- 
ent,” says Mr Fosdick in summing up, 
“is now little short of appalling.”

TOWN COUNCIL HOLD 
REGULAR SESSION VERY wa 


“The sun went down, an dthe stars 
came out_.” and nearly started to 
fade again before the Council meeting 
which started on Tuesday evenmg 
Was over, and the long agenda all 
wound up. Councillors shifted in their 
chairs, hitched them around, wound 
their watches and even looked at the 
calendar before they finally moved 
adjournment. 

Chief of the items taking time was 
the list of estimates prepared for the 
ensuing year. Paring expenses to the 
bone, Council budgeted for $6,098, re- 
ducing the tax rate by one mill, but 
this was more than offset by the nec- 
essity of raising the social service 
tax by one mill and the school taxes 
by four mills. The School Board  ex- 
plained some time ago that last year 
they Lad needed a little extra, but 
tried to get by without raising the 
tate, and that this year there was no 
alternative. The rural school tax is 17 
mills. Council decided to write the 
School Board, explaining that the in- 
crease brought the taxes here almost 
as high as any in the province, and 
that in view of higher prices, they 
might need to watch everything. They 
also felt that the board should make 
no large expenditures without con- 
sulting council about them. The gen- 
eral tax was set at 25 mills, 

Bylaw No. 216, dealing with the 
proposed change in the franchise 
with the Calgary Power Co. on domes- 
tic rates, was given the first reading, 
and must now secure approval of the 
minister, before receiving the second 
reading. 

Bylaw No. 215, replacing bylaw No. 
212, dealing with traffic and parking 
regulation was passed, This was in 
accordance with a suggestion from the 
minister at Edmonton, eliminating 
what he thought were some ambig: 
uous passages. There is substantially 
no change in regulations. 

Since Council has received numer- 
ous complaints about the nuisance 
occasioned by many of the garbage 
piles around town, so much so that it 
is becoming a problem, the Secretary 
was instructed to check up on the gar- 
page disposal bylaws, bring them up 
at the next meeting, and if they are 
inadequate, steps will be taken to 
make them effective. There seems to 
be no good reason, merely careless- 
nss, for the general state prevailing, 
and since it can become a dangerous 
menace to the health of the town if 
allowed to continue, the Council are 
determined to eliminate it. The util- 
ity man stated that the ashes and 
brush in alleys can all be cleaned up 
in a week's time, and it was also sug- 
gested to him that he water all the 
trees in town at least once a_ week, 
rain or no, until the end of July, so as 
to hasten the growth of some of the 
younger trees, in order that some 
more of the cottonwoods may be cut 
next year to elminate the fluff. The 
question of a shed for the town’s 
tools was left to the Town Property 
committee to look Into. 

General dissatisfaction with the 
attitude that has developed on _ the 
part of the younger citizens towards 
the bathing houses at the pool, and 
towards their abuse of them was ex- 
pressed by al councillors. This is, ap- 
parently, a soore that has been rank- 
ling for some time, and is rapidly 
coming to a head. It was revealed 
that while all the windows were re- 
placed a couple of years ago, they did 
not last the season, that the houses 
are both in a state of poor repair, the 
roofs leak, the door frames have 
been damaged, and the floors are 
torn, Added to this the fac tthat there 
have been numerous complaints about 
petty thievery, rifled pockets of bath- 
ers in the pool, and finally, as a last 
stray, several highly indignant girls 
and mothers have come forth with 
the demand that something be done 
done about some of the boys who have 
removed shingles, made holes opening 
into the girls dressing house, and 
peep through. Action must be taken 
in these cases, said Council, and the 
matter is being turned over to Con- 
stable Rawsthorne. It seems likely, al- 
so, that if any more trouble arises of 
nearly any nature, the bathing houses 
may be taken out. 

Delegates appointed to the Conven- 
tion of Municipalities, which will be 
held in Calgary, June 26, and 27, were 
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Mayor Hughes, Councillor Gannon, 
T. M. Wears, Town Solicitor, and M. 
B. Garrett, Secretary - Treasurer. 
While they are there, they hope’ to 
straighten out some of the sore points 
about the relief proportions, Moved 
that Mr Wears present a resolution 
asking that the province assume a 
share of the relief granted unemploy- 
ables, which they are not at present 
doing.  Alberia and Nova Scotia are 
the only provinces not doing so, it was 
pointed out. An agreement with Dr. 
Gilfen with respect to his sewage 
plant was completed. 

The report of the Sanitary Inspector 
on dairies, butcher shops and restaur- 
ants was received, and all items re- 
ported very satisfactory. 

Permission to place a trailer on a 
vacant lot on Railway Avenue while 
{he road crew are in the district was 
granted, provided there are no com- 
plaints from neighbors. 

There was a long discussion on the 
hecessary program of repairs to 
sidewalks, and while nothing definite 
was decided upon, the general opin- 
ion was that nearly all stringers 
would have to be replaced, and that 
every walk in town was in need of a 
good deal of repair. More ction will 
be taken immediately, it being in 
charge of the Public Works Commit- 
tee. Accounts amounting to $107.00 
were passed.

Farm Machinery Featured 
At ‘Farm & Home Week’ 


During the morning sessions of 
“Farm and Home Week” to be held at 
the School of Agriculture at Olds from 
June 23rd to the 27th there will be 
demonstrations and talks on various 
problems relating to farm machinery. 

Under the direction of Mr F, F. 
Parkinson, Instructor in Agricultural 
Engineering at the Olds School of 
Agriculture, demonstrations and tests, 
using a dynamometer, will be held. 
These tests will be designed to show 
that proper adjustment of various 
farm implements greatly reduces the 
draft required to pul them. Field tests 
demonstrate many other problems 
which the farmer meets in his day to 
day operations with farm machinery. 

On Wednesday morning, June 25th, 
plans are being made to give a spec- 
ial demonstration with haying equip- 
ment. The greatly increased acreage 
being planted to forage crops this 
year creates the necessity for instruc- 
tion and information on hays and the 
handling of them. \ 

All farmers who are interested in 
any phase of agricultural engineering 
or farm machinery will find these 
sessions of “Farm and Homme Week”, 
particularly effective, and they are

@Daylight Saving In Alberta? 


Edmonton city council is asking the 
| Dominion Government to establish- 
daylight saving time in Alberta. The 
reason—to permit one hour a day for 
the training of reserve soldiers. The 
recommendation came first from the 
by-laws committee. After slight 
amendment it was adopted by the 
council, Alderman Bisset moved an 
amendment to refer the matter to the 
Provincial Government first, but this 
was defeated, City solicitor claims the 
Dominion has power to establish the 
new time under the 
act. 
Not all citizens favor the new pro- 
posal, It is admitted that farmers 
find it no convenience, and a_ letter 
from Cyril G. Wates , past president 
' of the Edmonton Branch, Royal Geo!- 
ogical Society, urged that if daylight 
Saving is to be instituted, it ought to 
be in winter and summer. “In mid 
winter, when the days are shortest, 
we are wasting more daylight than 
at any tim eof the year,” he said. 
Originally the new time was want- 
ed for Edmonton only, but it was 
pointed out this would be disruptive, 
and that only in the whole province 
could it be established. Firm sup- 
porter of the move is Ald. Lt.-Col. E.

On Tuesday, June 3rd an Associated 
Press despatch from Tokyo, Japan 
stated that foodstuffs from Japan and 
Japanese-occupied China have been 
flowing to Germany via the Trans- 
Siberian Railway at the rate of 1,500 
tons daily. Stimulation of the traffic 
has been among the hief objectives of 
Dr Helmuth Wolthat, one of Hitler's

No mention of it had been 
made in the Vancouver newspapers 
or any other Canadian newspapers. 

On Thursday, June 5th, The Cal- 
gary Herald carried a feature news ar: 
ticle mentioning that the wheat was 
being sent to Japan. The query was 
made as to whether this wheat was 
really destined for Germany. 

The Herald’s Ottawa correspondent 
stated that the deputy minister of 
trade and commence had told him, 
“We have satisfactory assurances 
the wheat will not get to Germany.” 

On the same day, in the House oj 
Commons, Consenvative leader Han- 
son asked the government what steps 
were being taken to see that the Can- 
atlian wheat did not reach enemy 
country and what part the Wheat 
Board played in the transaction, 

Prime Minister King replied that be- 
cause the orders had been placed be- 
fore export permits became necessary 
it had been decided to let it move, al- 
though the shipment was being held 
up while officials delved deeper into 
the possibility of the ultimate destin- 
ation being other than the starving 
people of North China. 

He also stated that it was not un- 
usual to ship wheat in sacks from 
Vancouver if the destination happen- 
ed to be where elevator facilitiés were 
not available, and that it had been 
necessary to utilize Japanese bottoms 
because other shiping is all occupied. 

On Friday morning Lew Hutchin- 
son, chairman of the board of direc- 
tors of the Alberta Wheat Pool, _ is- 
sued the following statement— 

“T have read the prime minister's 
statement in the House of Commons, 
but it does not satisfy me that this 
wheat is not going straight through 
to Germany. 

“The prime minister said the deal 
was made before export permits were 
required. My understanding is that 
the government of Canada took auth- 
ority over the exports of wheat in 
November, 1939. I am informed that 
this wheat deal was made a couple of 
weeks ago, 

“The prime minister says that the 
Canadian Wheat Board had no part 
in the transaction. But the wheat was 
supplied by the Wheat Board. Regard- 
less of where or when the wheat was 
obtained, the government has a res- 
ponsibility, as it alone can issue the 
export permit. 

‘It was stated that precautions had 
been taken to see the wheat does not 
reach Germany. The wheat was sold 
to the Mitsuibishi Corporation, a Jap- 
anese concern It was loaded in a Jap- 
anese boat. What control has Canada 
over the wheat once the ship heads in- 
to the Pacific? 

“This wheat was sacked at Van-

@Bank Charter Up Again 

The Provincial Government is con- 
sidering new steps to take in efforts 
to obtain a bank charter, it was an 
nounced by Premier Aberhart last 
week. Hon, Lucien Maynard and W. 
S. Gray, of the attorney-general’s de 
partment, recently returned from Ot 
tawa after unsuccessfully putting the 
case for such a charter before 
banking and commerce 
The premier said Alberta proposed to 
make any amendments necessary to 
comply with the law, and if there was 
doubt, to refer the bill to the supreme 
court of Canada. “This the committee 
absolutely refused to consider. They 
were evidently determined the bill 
should not be sanctioned in any form, 
that would permit the people to en- 
joy the benefits arising from the con- 
trol of their own credit.” 


@ It was truly written that a prophet 
is without honor in his country. 
Harry Snider, Russian-born Edmon- 
tonian whose prophesies he claims are 
always orrect, and who recently won 
fame because he foretold “the arrival 
of a great man from Germany in 
England”’—meaning Hess — has been 
cut off city relief.

it has been shrouded in secrecy, 
Grain and shipping circles have 
known all about the deal for days 


past, and it is plain a definite effort 
was made to keep it quiet. 

Possibly there are diplomatic rea- 
sons why this shipment was permit- 
ted, but the information given by the 
prime minister in the House of Com- 
mons doesn’t suggest so.” 

A prpotest was also sent to Prime 
Minister King by FE. W. Bruns¢en, 
secretary of the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture. 

The subject was again brought up 
in the House of Commons, and F. FE. 
Perley, member of parliament for Qu’ 
Appelle, demanded a full parliament- 
ary investigation into the whole grain 
handling business. He said there 


were certain things going on in the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange, with 
which the Wheat Board had _ some- 


thing to do, that will not stand an in- 
vestigation. 

Mr Perley said Canadian exporters 
James Richardson and Sons, Reliance 
Grain and three others would have 
nothing to do with the recent wheat 
shipments to North China, and_ it 
was handled by “the Continental 
Grain Company, the Drefus Company 
and the Bunge Company, three inter- 
national Jew firms, The Bunge Com- 
pany has since been changed to the 
Laval Company.” 

Mr Perley said further the very 
fact that this grain was shipped in 
bags is evidence it is going either to 
Russia or through Russia to the en- 
emy’s hands. He said the Wheat 
Board should not sell wheat to firms 
that are not loyal to Canada. 

Hon, J, A. MacKinnon, minister of 
trade and commerce, intimated that 
the deal was perfectly legitimate and 
suggested it had the sanction of the 
British government. He said that 
there were phases that he could not 
very well discuss in the House of 
Commons, but expressed willingness 
to have the whole affair investigated 
by a parliamentary committee, 

The incident has created omething 
of a sensation throughout Canada, and 
Many newspapers have protested ed- 
itorially against the shipment of 
wheat to Japan. —The Budget.

CANADIAN GIRLS 


ON THE JOB 


Toronto— The problem is not whe- 
ther women can turn out a nifty ma- 
chine gun— men admit they can!— 
but how they keep their fingernails 
neatly manicured and brave with col- 
or when men get dirty up to their 
elbows, 

That women can keep neat-fingered 
was noted by a group of American 
newspaperwomen touring a  highly- 
guarded gun plant “somewhere near 
Toronto.” 

A year ago this plant— which in 
peace time specializes in heavy mach- 
inery—wouldn’'t even have thought of 
employing women. 

Today it has 1,000 girls and women 
welding, filing, inspecting, and at oth 
er work and—what is more— it ack- 
nowledges that in some mechanical 
processes women are better than 
men. 

The trip through the plant disclos- 
ed the women at work on various 
Parts of the Bren gun, used by the in 
fantry, and the Browning machine gun 
for aircraft. 

Handling equipment and doing a job 
that must be accurate— in some in- 
stances to 1-10,000 of an inch— are 
girls just out of high school and young 
women, 

They are in slacks and wear color- 
ful bandanas around their heads— 
factory regulations. 

The hands of many are drippy with 
oil—but thei rfingernails are brightly 
tinted and their noses well powdered. 

Walter McLachlan, the works man- 
ager, praised the efficiency of the 
women. 

They top men in patience, he said, 
and stand up better under dull rout- 
ine, They are careful of materials and 
plant equipment. They are especially 
excellent on inspection jobs. They} 
have fewer accidents than men, They 
learn quickly. 

These employees work a nine-hour 
day, six days a week. They start at 30 
cents an hour and get a five cent an 
hour raise after a month. After that 
they are paid according to their effi- 
ciency.

Regina— Notices have been sent

In addition to the 150 Mennonites 
provisions will be made for about 50 
conscientious objectors or other clas- 
ses, other than Doukhobors. 


JAM FOR BRITAIN 


Three hundred thousand pounds of 
Canada’s fruits will be sent to Britain 
in the form of jam by the Canadian 
Red Cross Society during the season 
of 1941. Red Cross Branches and the 
Women’s Institutes in fruit growing 
districts all over Canada are now od- 
ganizing canning kitchens to preserve 
the fruits this summer and fall, Cans, 
labels and cartons are being supplied 
by the Red Cross and the Women’s 


Institutes members are giving the 
fruit, sugar and labour, 
This year’s undertaking has the 


support of every province in the Do- 
minion and has been greatly stimulat- 
el by the success of last season's jam 
project when the women of Ontario 
and British Columbia canned 125,000 
pounds of fruit most of which was 
shipped overseas for British civilians 
and military hospitals. Women’s 
church and club groups throughout 
the country have also offered their co- 
operation.

He states that 
the Legion Branch there is a_ very 
busy place supplying the troops with 
lots of good things to eat and drink, 
They are open from 10 a.m. to 11.30 


p.m. and is a good place to have a Ps 


good time when off duty. At present 
they are camped in a brass foundry 
a few minutes walk from the Falls, 
quite a nice spot, different to the 
place they landed at, Niagara on the 
Lake, 14 miles north. They are doing 
guard duty, 14 men to a post, there 
being 81 posts consisting of power 
plants, etc., and the Welland Canal. 
With 9 days on and 3 days leave it is 
pleasant but sometimes tiresome. 
Niagara on the Lake is a large camp, 
25,000 troops concentrating there dur- 
ing the summer months. Niagara is 
a busy place, tourists coming in ac: 
ross the bridge in cars by the thous- 
ands every day. The Yanks are good 
sports, take us for car rides, and 
give us lots of cigs. They sure like 
Canadian beer and wine. 

Just at present they are building a 
new bridge across the river connect- 
ing with the Queen Elizabeth highway 
to Toronto, an all cement road with 
four lanes of traffic each way, no 
stops, no gas stations, The crossroads 
are overhead or subway. I was at 
Hamilton last week, and talk about 
orchards. All the 60 miles, you could 
see nothing byt peach and _ cherry 
trees. 

Have you any spare recruits? Our 
Brigade could handle 300 right now. 
We are under strength, and guess we 
will have to have some trainees to 
make up our number. Got 7 from Cal- 
gary last week, Things were a little 
tough last week. One of our corpor- 
als got shot in the leg while on guard 
duty by someone outside. Think we 
will be around here until fall.

WORLD OF WH WHEAT 


(By H. @. a Strange) 
Director— The vated Testing Plan 


Mustard plants are bad weeds. The 
roots of the mustards are much more 
extensive than the roots of the wheat 
plant. The mustard plant never grows 
very high above the ground, and so 
its destruction is often neglected, but 
if farmers could see its great mass 
of roots going down five feet or more, 
and could see the vast quantity of 
precious moisture that a single mus- 
tard plant consumes, they would not 
rest until mustard was eliminated 
from their farms, 

A good summerfallow will induce 
most of the mustard seeds in the top 
three inches of soil t ogerminate and 
grow, and then the plants can be cul- 
tivated and destroyed, but we must 
not forget the seeds that are in the 
bottom three inches and that cannot 
be killed until the land is again 
ploughed and these seeds brought up 
near the surface tm germinate 

It takes, therefore, two good sum- 
mertallows, with a crop in between, 
to destroy all the mustard seeds in 
the top six inches of soil. The import- 
ant thing is to stop the plants from 
setting to seed, for each single plant 
may scatter over one hundred living 
¢. cds. 

In recent years the chemica) Cyan- 
amid, applied as a dust, has been 
found to be most effective for des- 
troying mustard.

on which scarcely a weed was to be 
found, and the owners or operators 
were not just lucky. 

If a farm is clean, weed-free seed 
must have been used, and wise till- 
age practices followed. Wise tillage 
practices include timely and thor- 
ough fall and spring cultivation and 
careful summerfallowing. 

At this time of year weeds grow 
very rapidly. Delayed operations 
often lead to plowing under a new 
crop of weed seeds—a dangerous 
form of insanity. If the summer- 
fallow is to be plowed, it should 
either be plowed early or surface- 
tilled in May and early June. “Plow- 
less” fallows must be tilled often 
enough to prevent annual weeds 
from setting seed.

would cost more than the land is 
now worth.
